How Wireless Aids the Navigator. 


RIOR to the advent of wireless, the 
snariner relied principally “upon the 
ay sextant, eet: Se No and 
land to determive his potion E 
With the exseption of time signals (used to 
check tho time-rato of. the chronometer), 
Swoather reports and stonn warnings, wiles 
Was of litle use to the navigator until wireless 
thaye exceptions were, it must he admitted, of 
tonniderable importance, especially tho former, 
for the chronomictery are used to determine the 
ship's longitude. If they are-not comet, or 
their error not determinable, the thi fs likely 
to-come to serious harm. A bred explanation 
will aly make this spparent 


Finding the Longitude, 

The Iongitude is found by comparing the 
‘apparent time of the ship, determined by the 
‘san, with the time of the meridian of Greenwich, 
feiven by the chrouometers. ‘There ie a definite 
elation between longitude and time; for instance, 
if a ship proceeds duo east frum tho moridian 
‘of Greenwich till she is fifteen degrees east, the 
‘appareat time of the ship wil bo found to have 
Advanced one hour. Tt is obvious, therefore, 
that if a ship can determine her apparent time, 
‘the navigator eso, by comparing it with his 
chronomters. (providing they be correct), 
determine the exact longitude 

Unfortunately, chronometer is very sensi 
tive to vibration or sudden changes in tem 
Perature—these undesirable conditions sre met 
With perhaps more often in a ship than elsewhere; 
vibration is inevitable, and a change in the 
temperature of twenty-four degrees in for 
‘eight hours is not uncommon when eosning from 
the tropics to colder regions 


Old Methods Superseded. 
Tf the error is but one second, it is sufivemt 
Yo put the ship» quarter of a mile east or west 
of her proper course. If a wireless time signal 
iis frequently available, any error in the 
shronometer rate will be notieed before it hax 
Aitained serious proportions. ‘The value of 
the: time signal is enhanced, too, by the fact 
that itis obtained at a time when the vessel ie 
at sea and the chronometers most liable (0 
error. Other methods have been in use for 
‘yenre—such as « time ball, or the cheonometers 
were taken ashore and kept under observat 
by. an expert—but they ‘were generally only 
perative when the ship was in port. ‘These 
methods axe not to. be compared with wire
